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PRAYER 

To  many  prayer  is  the  vocalized  petition  ad- 
dressed to  God,  asking  that  individual  or  cor- 
porate desires  be  granted. 

In  such  petitions  the  unworthiness  of  the  pe- 
titioner may  be  acknowledged  and  a hope  ex- 
pressed that  God,  in  His  infinite  mercy,  may 
overlook  shortcomings  and  grant  the  specific  re- 
quest. 

Vocalized  prayers  may  be  literary  master- 
pieces. They  may  stir  the  emotions.  Too  often 
vocalized  prayer  expresses  a desire  that  “my”  or 
“our”  will  be  done. 

When  we  accept  God’s  will,  prayer  is  vocal- 
ized less  often.  It  becomes  as  much  a part  of 
daily  living  as  is  breathing.  Thus,  that  of  God 
within  us  may  commune  with  God. 

This  is  also  true  of  Gontemplation  or  Media- 
tion. 

We  think  as  we  do,  and  we  do  as  we  think.

SOME  YEARLY  MEETING  THOUGHTS 

The  meeting  for  worship  at  the  end  of  Yearly 
Meeting  at  McMinnville  was  an  enriching  ex- 
perience, especially  in  its  setting  after  four  days 
of  worshipping,  working,  visiting,  eating  and 
living  together  and  in  its  setting  as  part  of  our 
ongoing  religious  fellowship. 

Messages  came  to  us  in  an  expectant  silence. 
One  Friend  reminded  us  of  last  year’s  crowded 
worship  when  a little  girl  came  in  crying,  “I 
couldn’t  find  the  way.  Mommy.  You  should 
have  took  me.”  He  spoke  of  our  opportunity  to 
lead  others  when  they  can’t  find  the  way. 
Another  speaker  saw  our  need  to  accept  leader- 
ship when  we  can’t  find  the  way.  We  were  re- 
minded of  Robert  Simkin’s  earlier  message 
about  being  carried  by  others,  which  made  it 
possible  for  us  to  render  service  ourselves.  The 
suffering  and  separation  which  some  felt  in  last 
Yearly  Meeting  was  mentioned  and  the  to- 
getherness and  happiness  of  this  Yearly  Meet- 
ing. Others  expressed  thankfulness  for  this  meet- 
ing and  spoke  of  the  integral  part  that  suffering 
as  well  as  pleasure  plays  in  life  and  love,  as 
when  Jesus  said  to  the  thief  on  the  cross,  “Even 
now  you  are  blessed  with  me.”  In  the  silence  of 
the  meeting  we  found  a meaningful  whole. 

To  paraphrase  the  writer  of  Ecclesiastes: 

To  everything  there  is  a season; 

And  a time  for  every  purpose  under  heaven; 
A time  to  keep  silence,  and  a time  to  .speak; 
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A time  tO'  lead,  and  a time  to  be  led; 

A time  to  be  carried,  and  a time  to  serve; 

A time  to  join  together,  and  a time  to  stand 
alone; 

A time  tO'  be  as  a little  child,  and  a time  to  be 
a man; 

A time  to  love,  and  a time  to  hate; 

A time  to  be  loved,  and  a time  to  love; 

A time  to  follow  the  light  within,  and  a time  to 
accept  the  light  as  it  comes  from  others 
(as  from  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  or  George 
Fox); 

A time  to  accept  the  saving  help  of  the  living 
Ghrist,  and  a time  to  incarnate  the  Ghrist 
Spirit  for  someone  in  his  time  of  need; 

A time  to  receive,  and  a time  to  give. 

We  have  tended  to  emphasize  our  relation- 
ship to  the  light  of  Ghrist  within.  There  is  a 
sense  in  which  this  comes  later  as  an  essential 
part  of  the  Ghristian  life.  It  is  preceded  and 
accompanied  by  the  experience  of  the  unfailing 
love  of  God  as  expressed  in  the  lives  of  one  of 
His  children.  This  child  of  God  may  be  our 
parent,  a teacher,  a friend,  a companion  — 
anyone  through  whom  we  receive  this  love. 

His  children  are  those  who  can  say  with 
Jesus,  their  brother,  “I  have  life  because  the 
Father  loves  me  and  I love  the  Father.  My  joy 
is  full  and  I want  the  same  for  you.  Love  one 
another  as  I have  loved  you.  There  is  no  greater 
love  than  to  sacrifice  one’s  life  for  others  as  I 
have  done.”  These  children  say  this  by  a way 
of  life,  by  a quality  of  loving  and  caring,  so  real, 
so  much  deeper  than  words,  that  it  is  not  de- 
pendent on  any  creed  or  dogma  or  system  of 
religion. 

To  hear  the  story  of  Jesus  is  wonderful.  To 
experience  this  divine  love  in  human  relation- 
ships is  as  essential  to  Life  as  food  and  air.  To 
be  sensitive  and  accepting  of  the  love  of  God 
as  it  comes  to  us  from  others  is  a high  and  often 
awesome  privilege. 

To  grow  in  our  ability  to  express  the  lo\'e  of 
God  in  our  own  lives,  to  be  sons  of  God,  as 
Jesus  taught  us  to  be,  is  the  prize  of  the  calling 
of  God  in  Ghrist  Jesus. 

“You  are  my  friends— you  are  my  equals— if 
you  do  what  I have  taught  you.” 

In  spite  of  fear  and  anger  and  hate  and 
weakness  that  we  are  heir  to,  we  know  we  ha\’e 
passed  from  death  to  life  be(xmse  we  ha\  e lo\  ed 
the  brethren.

THE  VOICE  OF  THE  FRIENDS 

A unique  experiment  is  being  tried  by  Mexico  City 
Meeting  in  its  publication  of  La  Voz  de  los  Amigos.  It 
is  a quarterly;  the  third  issue  is  just  off  the  press.  In 
order  that  it  may  be  truly  the  voice  of  the  Monthly 
Meeting,  an  unusual  plan  of  selecting  and  editing  articles 
is  being  followed.  Esther  de  Gally  (Zempoala  407, 
Colonia  Narvarte,  Mexico,  D.F. ) quotes  from  the  minutes 
of  the  Monthly  Meeting:  “Any  one  presenting  an  article 
gives  it  up  completely  to  the  redaction  committee  as  a 
seed.  The  redaction  committee  makes  a judgment  as  to 
whether  it  ought  to  be  printed,  and  then  gives  it  its 
final  form,  so  that  it  expresses  the  sense  of  the  meeting, 
and  can  thus  be  called  truly  the  “Voice  of  the  Friends.’  ” 
The  articles  are,  naturally,  unsigned  since  they  are  the 
fruit  of  an  experimental  group  consideration.  The  redac- 
tion group  is  made  up  of  all  who  attend  the  Wednesday 
meeting  of  La  Voz,  and  all  Friends  are  invited.  “Its 
readership,”  adds  Esther  de  Gally,  “does  include  many 
Spanish-speaking  non-Friends,  so  we  try  to  keep  it  in 
hiinnony  with  what  is  fundamental  to  our  Meeting.” 

La  Voz  is  50c  a year  in  American  money,  payable  to 
Casa  de  los  Amigos,  Ignacio  Mariscal  132,  Mexico,  D.F. 
“As  for  the  problem  of  sending  change,  most  people 
simply  volunteer  a dollar,  though  stamps  are  easily  sent 
in  a fifty  cent  amount.”

The  Yearly  Meeting 
has  expressed  its  appreciation  to  the  previous  Disciphne 
Committee,  of  which  Phillip  Wells  was  chairman,  for 
their  work  in  publishing  this  draft. 

Our  Discipline,  or  Faith  and  Practice,  has  its  real 
existence  in  our  lives  and  the  lives  of  our  Meetings.  This 


recently  published  edition,  therefore,  is  not  to  be  taken 
as  fixed  or  final,  but  as  a work  that,  in  reflecting  our 
experience  with  God  and  the  Spirit  of  Christ,  may  grow 
and  develop  through  the  years.  The  Discipline  Committee 
wishes  to  be  sensitive  to  Friends  as  they  communicate 
what  is  vital  to  a growing  Discipline.  With  our  varied 
make-up  and  deep  feelings  on  these  matters,  the  com- 
mittee is  aware  of  the  difficulty,  but  also  the  opportunity, 
of  this  task,  and  it  asks  for  your  help  and  prayers  in  its 
accomplishment. 

The  committee  urges  Monthly  Meetings  and  individuals 
to  read  the  Discipline  carefully,  come  to  know  what  is  in 
it,  and  use  it  not  only  as  a guide  to  practice,  but  also 
( to  quote  from  page  26 ) “as  a basis  for  study,  revision 
and  extension.”  Meetings  and  Friends  are  urged  to  make 
use  of  the  Bulletin  to  give  circulation  to  their  views. 
Specific  suggestions  for  change  or  addition  should  be 
sent  to  the  chairman  of  the  Discipline  Committee,  Ferner 
Nuhn,  420  West  8th  St.,  Claremont,  Calif. 

Besides  general  study  and  recommendation,  the  com- 
mittee urges  each  Meeting  during  the  coming  year  to 
work  out  a set  of  Queries  and  Advices,  or  at  least  to 
formulate  those  in  which  they  are  particularly  interested.

The  1957  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  offered  an  unusual 
opportunity  for  the  members  of  the  Bulletin  Committee 
to  meet  and  discuss  a number  of  matters  which  concern 
the  Bulletin.  Some  of  these  have  arisen  within  the  com- 
mittee and  others  were  the  concern  of  readers. 

Does  the  Bulletin  need  a new  name? 

Some  readers  think  so.  The  name  of  any  publica- 
tion, we  feel,  should  be  descriptive,  stating  or  implying 
the  purpose  and  content  and  at  the  same  time  challeng- 
ing  the  interest  of  the  reader.  If  a change  in  the  name 
of  the  Bulletin  is  desirable  the  committee  feels  it  should 
be  done  only  after  careful  consideration  to  make  certain 
the  change  would  be  an  improvement. 

Book  reviews. 

There  have  been  some  requests  from  readers  for 
book  reviews.  A thorough  discussion  led  the  committee 
to  the  decision  that  lengthy  reviews  would  crowd  out 
material  more  specifically  related  to  Meetings  and  not 
obtainable  by  the  readers  elsewhere.  On  the  other  hand 
there  are  many  sources  of  excellent  reviews  in  current 
magazines  and  material  put  out  by  publishing  houses. 
The  committee  was  agreed  that  a short  list  of  books 
written  by  Friends  on  subjects  of  special  interest  to 
Friends  could  profitably  be  included  from  time  to  time.

It  was  also  agreed  that  within  its  limited  space  the 
Bulletin  may  function  as  an  open  forum  presenting  both 
sides  of  questions  of  general  interest  to  Friends.  Such 
articles  should  always  be  signed  and  be  made  as  con- 
densed and  concise  as  possible. 
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Letters  to  the  editor. 

Th  ;se,  it  developed,  are  often  closely  related  to  con- 
troversial material,  though  hy  no  means  exclusively  so. 
Letters  to  the  editor,  like  other  material  submitted  to 
the  Bulletin,  should  discuss  subjects  of  general  interest 
to  the  readers.  Vindictive  or  too  narrowly  jpersonal 
subject  matter  can  obviously  not  he  published.  The  con- 
tent of  some  letters  could  profitably  be  e.xpanded  into 
articles  which  would  be  a preferable  form. 

The  committee  is  pleased  that  Young  Friends  have 
asked  for  space  in  the  Bulletin.  This  not  only  draws 
ihem  more  definitely  into  the  Yearly  Meeting  family 
hut  also  gives  the  rest  of  us  the  benefit  of  their  fresh 
view  point. 

It  is  understood  that  everything  submitted  to  the 
Bulletin  is  subject  to  editing  to  conform  to  space  and 
general  policy.  If  extensive  changes  are  desirable  the 
copy  will  be  returned  to  the  writer  with  suggestions  for 
revision. 

Members  of  the  Bulletin  Committee,  representing  as 
they  do  the  larger  areas  of  the  Yearly  Meeting,  have 
assumed  general  responsibility  for  expanding  readership 
and  financial  backing  as  well  as  encouraging  contribu- 
tions of  articles  and  other  material.  For  more  complete 
coverage  they  will  need  the  help  of  some  interested 
person  in  each  Monthly  Meeting  who  will  make  direct 
contact  with  the  members.  Working  together  we  look 
forward  to  another  fruitful  year  of  publication.

In  the  hope  that  the  idea  may  be  useful  for  other  com- 
munities, the  “Festival  of  Faith’’  so  successful  in  San 
Francisco  and  in  Claremont  has  been  described  by 
Ferner  Nuhn  in  a pamphlet,  copyright  in  1957  by  the 
Pomona  Valley  Festival  of  Faith  Committee,  1424  Ha- 
cienda Place,  Pomona,  Calif.  ( 25c  each,  or  less  in  quanti- 
ties. ) The  suh-title  is  “An  Adventure  in  Peace  Making” 
and  this  is  just  what  the  booklet  describes  — the  challenge 
of  the  idea  of  appreciation  of  all  religious  faiths,  the 
dramatization  of  such  appreciation  in  a great  festival, 
drawing  on  all  phases  of  community  life,  and  the  prac- 
tical aspects  of  such  a community  effort.  Included  are 
the  outlines  of  the  services  which  were  so  meaningful 
at  both  the  San  Francisco  and  Pomona  Valley  cere- 
monies.

It  seems  singularly  appropriate 
to  our  Yearly  Meeting. 

“Each  year  those  of  us  who  attend  Yearly  Meeting  are 
loatli  to  leave.  Yearly  Meeting  is  more  than  the  routine 
of  conducting  business,  of  planning  and  providing  for 
community  and  individual  activity.  These  few  days 
are  also  a gathering  for  the  joy  of  visiting  and  for  the 
acquainting  of  members  of  our  several  Monthly  Meetings 
with  each  other.  But  it  is  even  more  — the  determination 
of  personal  willfulness  is  dissolved  as  the  spirit  of  unity 
pervades.  The  Spirit  finds  e.xpression.  Nature  and  the 
elements,  the  world  with  its  entanglements,  personalities 
— even  frustrations  — are  placed  in  new  perspective.  As 
our  concerns  become  perceptible,  we  pray  that  God,  in 
His  plan,  may  use  us.”
